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British Governmeni now mTords thern, and in most respects 
the objects of pity — they nevertheless meet with hospitality 
and encouragement from some of the white inhabitants, as 
also from some of their brethren who have long been settled 
in Canada, and are able to afford them temporary relief. The 
physical as well as mental and moral condition of the refu- 
gees, generally, is rapidly improving. I cannot forbear no- 
tidi^ the escape of slaves from the south as a very interest- 
ing feature of the AnU-SMver;^;caiise ^ as, by means of suc- 
cessful escapes, the free States are supplied with a large 
number of volunteer and gratuitous agents, who, upon their 
'varicnis routes, ite remirkably efficient iti Wal^ttgi up fan in- 
terest, as they, iiin,. in behalf of their suffering brethren still 
left behind them. As their valuable services are gratuitous, 
the friends of emancipation can well afford to contribute 
something towards enlightening their minds j -aadl raidering

-Phe present Gof- 
veiiiorr<3eneral. Sir Charles Metcal^^^ (with whom i had the 
jpleasur^ of a:n interview in April lastj) has shown himself, is 
well in Cauada as in Jamaica, the generous and faithful friend 
of the colored man. He Mndly assured mo of the deep so- 
Kcifude he'felt for their general- welfare and happiness, and 
said he wbtlld do all his could to advance thai- -)l;erests. 
Many who have been long enough in the province : acquire 
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siitde property, are ■withdrawing from the raemal and degra- 
ding en^loyments of cities and villages — settling themselves 
upon- Goveraiment grants, and other landa, which are fast be- 
coming ilteir own, and are likely to prosper as agriculturists. 
In a) fertile and beautiful tract of country called " The Queen's 
Bush," 50 miles north-west from the head of Lake Chitarib, 
the dense forest is disappearing from the presence of robust 
^ttyij^terprising axemen of color,: and the wilderness rapidly 
becoming a fruitful field. 108 families have settled there up- 
G||j>00 acres of land each, mald^ all 10,800 acres now 
,|ak^)i ap, and the settlement fast increasing. IVtany of these 
famUies are in need of clothing, and all in need of common 
school instruction, which is about to be furnished them. Many 
'Others are setting their faces towards Dawn, onthe Sydenr 
ham River, for the purpose of enjoying the benefits of the 
Manual tabor Institute. I am informed, that durmg the past 
year about 1^,500 acres of land have been taken up by . co- 
lored men aii^at place. We think it the wisest course they 
can pursue, to become the successful cultivators of tH^ir 0(Wii 
soil > and, liot in vain, advise them accordingly. In npiany 
other parts of Canada West, (the soil being fertile and pro- 
ductive, and the climate mild and salubrious, and far more 
congenial with their constitutional temperament, as a people, 
than is generally supposed,) they are settling, and beginning 
to thrive. . > 

THEIR SPIRITUAL STATE. 

The Divine blessing has attended the faithful religious iii- 
striiction with which they have been favored in varipus parts 
of the province ; and we have the satisfaction of knowing, 
that considerable numbers, under the power of the Grospel, 
have become new creatures in Christ Jesus. At St. C^ama- 
rihe's, the colored people have lately experienced a season of 
spiritual refreshing, attended by ten or twelve hopeful con- 
versions to God. At Dawn, there have been a few conver- 
sions of late. At Amherstburgh, Colchester, Chatham, 
Dawn, Norwich, Oro, Sandwich, and Windsor, they are fa- 
vored with spiritual instruction calculated to make them wise 
unto salvation. At some of these, and many other places, 
they have pious and faithful, but illiterate preachers of color. 
As regards religious privileges, and the tendency of their 
rninds, as a people, to the performance of religious duties. 
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are evidently itt advance of feegreat balk of the IWMte 
peNd^e of C^ada ; and their piuyects, g«fieraUyvi(^'bepc^

I^clation to teachers and school commissioners,' flieyhii'vjs 'but 
to make known to. the Governor and Council their aggrieV"- 
aiices/ and stand up, like men, for their legal and' cbnstffe-

peaitedly aidvised them to introduce their children to eftich 
«dh6ols as are aided: by Grovemment fimds, otherwise: called 
Government schools, whenever and wherever th^-(^an } and 
if in any case they are refused, to remonstrate and petition 
till they obtain satisfaction. The noble stand taken by- the 
present Go vei^aor acainst the cruel prejudices, of ithacpimt^, 
and against the exclusion of colored youth and cjboldrenir^ 
the Government schools, entitles him to the respect aiad last- 
ing grat^de of the colored people and their friends.^ Schools 
i^ye ljeen kept for the advantage of the colored popul^itipn, 
pafl of the past y«a!r, in the follovdng places— viz.,, jta^er^^^ 
burgh, , Brantford, Chatham, Colchester, EfawnjJ Efarniltc^ 
Nqrwiehi Oro, Queen's Bush, Sandwich, and St. Gatbarj^e's.

Air some have been wont to look upoh this inStittitiiMl ild 
sorto( pva\ to Oberlin and to the Oneida Institute, anq W 
lUjioHUed for, for the reason that they educate colotrerd .^^cibihs 
on the same footirig with others, we wish it distinct!)^ uhdert' 
fltoodi (especially by our English frionds,j that this etlsl^ved 
population of America, who providentially dsbapd frdija thli 
s<>tithi tifinndt, with safety, enter either of those instittiti(^(t|L 
or any other south of the Canada line. Whether utterly i|p 
norant and illiterate, or partly educated, (which is rj^tilji^'tfie 
case, J thore is no spot in the United States, nor. ihstitiitlonl of 
k'ak'iung; where they can enjoy any jprotection ubdei* thcrfed*' 
eral constitution for a single moment. Cbncealing thlems^ly^s 
by day, and trembling with fear by night, they'6][)eed th^ir 
way to the land of refuge. Our arms are throww open At 
Dawnito receive and instruct them^ where no tyrant <»iitimo-< 
lest or make them afraid. Our cotnmob schools in yCanada' 
nt|KV:s^e'as tributari the Manual Labor Institute ; While, 
at tne saine time, the;ManuaI Labor School, if well su^tainedt 
may live and flourish as a luminous perennial fountain t>f4ight 
aua love, "Whence streams shall issue to/cheer and fructify we 
stogie regions of God's heritage. Teachers may be reared 
up to supply the destitute places ; and thus the Manual hsJbot 
Institute and the common schools will reciprocally and hap~ 
pily act upon one another. Thus deep ana enduring sympa^ 
thy and interest may be kept up in behalf of the Institute, in 
every part of the province. The colored population of Can- 
ada have regarded, and still regard, the foundmg of the; Instir 
tute at Dawn as the dawning of brighter days upon them and. 
their children. . 

As some have expressed their fears that this institution 
would tend to strengthen and perpetuate the now prevalent 
prejudices of cast and color, I would remark, that it must, on 
the contrary, tend directly and powerfully to the destruction 
of prejudice, and for the following reasons : 

"1st. It is not established upon an exclusive principle. The

Of the latter class, it is to be hpped that 
numbers from tribes and fragments ot tribes, now scattered up 
and down in Ciinada, may be received and creatly behefitea. 
These 'wiir have the second 6Iaim. White persons wfll' have 
the thirdpiace, until such time as institutiont} elisewh^re' his- 
cohie sufficiently civilized and Christian to dbolish invidious 
distinctions which have tlieir basis in the complexion of the 

This institution has been under way but a little more thap a 
yeair, and yet we have the aatisfactiori of kn(^wing that it haa 
alreaidy 4one rpuch to weaken and ^estrojr the prieyailing pre- 
juilicea in that part of Canada where it is locat^d^ The gos- 
pel truth is there proclaimed aloud, that " God hath made of 
o|i€ blood all hations of men for to dwell on all the face of the 
earth ;" and that "He is no respecter of persons.",, AU are 
tt^u^t to reverence God their rnaker, and equally to i^espect 
and Jove one another as brethren. TTiese are our principles, 
fc«ffly: cherished and held in theory, more fondly developed 
and wrought out in practice. 

This institution was signally favored last winter with a re- 
vival of religion, and is now enjoying a precious season of re- 
freshing from the pgresence of the Lord. Several stjidento 
have been hopefully , converted to God. Brother EUas E. 
Kiikland, the principal teacher, writes underdate of Jan. 6th, 
1844, as follows : "There are sixteen young men m^ber?: 
of the Institute, and eleven who attend school from the neigh- 
borhood. Sister Lorena Parker has thirty-three scholars,^- 
eluding the young ladies at the boarding-house, and is expect- 
ing ; three or four more. We have under our instruction sixty, 
aiKl shaU probably increase in numbers. As to testimony in , 
regard to progress of students, the past year, I can safely 
say that as a company of students, robbed'as they have been

Sigter Fidelia Cobprn, a faithful and devoted laborer fVom 
MMoe, on ft visit to her iriends Hast summer, succeeded jn 
j^itnng fibme funds, for the purpose of erecting a buildjng at 
Dawji, dififjaghed to accommodate a female department to be 
M^er her care. For some wise purpose, a Divine FrovideYice 
stifl^red her benevolent design to be frustrated, or at lea^t 
auspepded ; for the house, whiJe in prbgresS of 6njsKing, took 
fire and burnt down. Loss about ^00. The lok^ is cbiefty 
sustained by Miss Coburn and her personal jfri0iids in 
Maine* Yet in the plenitude of faith and resignation tt) the 
IWvihfe'Win> she feeb that all is toelL She is about to fro- 
Ciwd- tp' the Queen'^s Bush, wheire with the Divine bfessing 
she may be abfe to accomplish much more than at Dawn. - 

Brother Galpin, theological student of Oberlih, 1hia« 
lately rendered important services to the institution as a'trie- 
dianic and teacher. He is about to direct his attention fo the 
greatei^ necessities of the people in other pafts tf the 
province. 

In seamed necessary for the success of the manual |abt>r 
ebtet^nse, that I should make personal application ftsic help 
last winter in New England, which I did with some degree 
of sucfeegs. The liberality of many on whdm I called in

rect me to England. I was not disobedient to tho heavenly 
tMlI, which toquired me to bo absent inany n^oottfa froni<fny 
family and flock, to en^^ountor repeated conilicts and p^rila^ 
b<»th Uflon the land and upon the deep. , 

My intorview with the Governor General at j^inapton on 
my way, was highly satisfactory. He kindly aigni^ed his 
«pprobation of the Manual Labor School, and saiijrhe should 
takeploasure in contributing re/^ulariy to its support. 

My visit to England was not m vain. Though lank:-jawQ4 
fhmine Vras stalking through tho land among the desolate 
poor, and great distress prevailed widely through tho king- 
dom, -tjrhich of course increased the burdens upon the philao^ 
thropists of that country, I nevertheless met with encour- 
agement from many generous individuals who sympathize 
deeply with the afflicted bondman and the more lavored 
fugitive. 1 had the honor of setting with my colleague, 
James Cannings Fuller, as a delegate in the great Anti Slavery 
Conference in Londoni called the World's Convention, 
fore that august body the condition and claims of the refugees 
were presented and duly considered. 

The following resolutions were unanimously adopted! by 
the Convention. 

Ist, "That while we since ely deprecate the necesity which 
impels our colored brethren of the southern states of America 
■to emigrate, in the most difficult and perilous circumstances, 
to the British North American Possessions for personal liberty 
and protection, we most heartily rejoice to know, from au- 
thentic information, that by the favor of Heaven upon their 
praise-worthy struggles for personal freedom, and the kind 
interpositrdn of vigilance committees and sympathizing friends 
who aid' them in their flight, their facilities, and consequently 
their numbers are rapidly increasing." 

2nd. "That the consideration, that 12,000 or more have 
already secured to themselves a comfortable assylum in C$ti- 
ada, and that this number is increasing at the ratio of 1000 
por annum, who mostly enter the province in a deplorably 
destttuti? condition, should awaken in the bosom of every 
ChHstian philanthropist, British and American, those feelings 
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«f iVmjpaihy nhd inteMiV Whitih will Hberftlly doviai^, ind vi^ 
Qifmnlf yt9$»itiiitf the r6i{uisitd measures for promotindf xhwt 
li^telle^ijldl and hWral itriprovement as well as pbywcw conv-

After spending considerable time in the metropolis, corres- 
)p6ndihg, planning, prifiting, publishing, and by various means 
Ihakin^ known the cause, I visited other cities and large 
towiis m the kingdom. 

The prihdpal places I visited were London, Bath, Birming- 
ham, Brislbi; Cheltenham, Chelmsford, Coldchester, IpsSvich, 
Mjeiidii!; Liverpool, Manchester, Norwich and Oxford. — ^Met 
with tiiany renowned philanthropists, the most prominent of 
Whom' are Ldrd Morpeth, Thomas Clarkson, Joseph John 
GiJttkft John Gandlefj W. T. Blair, (formerly mayor of 
Bath,) Rev. Baptist W. Noel of London, John and Edward 
pper of LivcJpbol, Capt. Charles Stuart, &c. 

These all contributed generously to the cause, and the ten- 
der sympathy manifested by them will never be forgotten, — 
especially the venerable Thomas Clarkson, of Playford HaJI, 
W. T. Blair, of Bath and John Cropper, jr. The names too, 
of Thos. and Greorge Sturge, of London, George Hitchcock, 
do., Wm. Cross, of Colchester, and Peter Clare, of Manches- 
ter, Will long be cherished in grateful remembrance. 

I also received much encouragement from several members 
of the committee of ihe British and Foreign Anti-Slavery Soci- 
eties. I found Thomas Clarkson, the president of that society, 
deeply interested for the protection and welfare of the rem- 
gees in Canada. About the time I was with him, he petition- 
ed the imperial government on their behalf, and addressed an 
able and lucid letter to the Governor of Canada, Which ap- 
peared in the British and Foreign Anti Slavery Reporter, and 
did ample justice to their cause. To hold an interview so 
pleasing, so satisfactory, with one possessed of such moral ex-

wot^h a jttumey frdm America to England. Ma> God blom 
ihe noblo: pa^iriarch in his declining years, and in rich nteroy 
to' immortal millionB now in bondage, grant that oUierA may 
imlHbe his wpirit and follow his illustrious example. 

My ;Gx<^.eHent friend, W. T. Blair, with whom I spent coof- 
sider&b)«i^'time at Bath, and also in I^ondon, very gisnoroualy 
yoluntewsd his services and kind influoncei in favor of obtain^* 
ing from philanthropists in England, permanent aid^ of which 
thol^ is now a pleasing prospect. I left England t*itb ; the 
settled conviv-tion that the righteous claims of the re&igeos 
in Canada to protection, instruction and succor tvill ba regard^ 
and that such appeals as may be made in their behalf *^ill 
Issfrctrifiptl'y and liberally responded to by British Chriftiana. 

While in London, 1 applied to the committee of the British 
and Foreign Bible Society, for 200 Bibles and SOO Testaiaenta 
for gratuitous distribution among the refugee, siayt^a and their 
chaldren who can read. The application^ 1 am happy to say, 
was not in vain. The poor fugitives who have comeistrag- 
gling up from the dismal prison-house of slavery, whe^d they 
were denied "the lamp of life," are to be furnished witfe the 
sacred scriptures as fast as they can learn to read^ and their 
prospects of becoming enlightened are truly cheering.

pient of .Canada) upon a greatly increased amount of cloth" 
tog which has been sent over by charitable societies fromdif> 
ferent parts of the United States. Such exaction upon the 
aVtdls iof icharityv kindly sent over for the benefit of refugee 
slaves^ is certainly ungeneroua and unbecoming the British 
government. 

Among the many pleasing developments of the year in fa- 
voi:,of the mission, we cannot forbear noticing with pepuliar 
pleaa^re, the generous aid and sympathy of Missionaries in 
different and far distant parts of the earth. In Jan. last we 
were cheered by the announcement of a donation of $51 from 
Mre. Wade, of Burmah, which came through President 
Mahan, of Oberlin. 

JMEore recently a donation of $20 came from Brt Jonathan 
S. Green, Missionary at the Sandwich Islands, attended by 
the following most cheering and welcome communication ;

body^ "Whether thoy bo good oj^ bnd. In hearing also of yo»*r 
escaping from bondage, Hoeing like orirninuls and wandering 
in dejtltntion, in hunger, heat and cold, conAtohtly oxpoiaed to 
d^th or to bo retaken and hurried back into bondage, great 
in the pity wo feel for you. In your painful circumfltanceii 
woi tender you our warm sympalhy. ' , 

Great also is our heaviness of heart and nnt^ish in hearing 
of your poiverty, of your destitution of the cOmforts of lifri j 
in consequence of the cruel treatment >yhich yon have receiv* 
Od from thotfe who hold you in bondogo for a long tinio^ ■ 

Where are your brethren and friends? It is onr desh>i that 
you receive indtruction, that you become wise and skiUfui in 
things pertaining to this life, that you also and especially,' 
tendto the concerns of the soul, as this alone will enable you 
to bear up against the afflictions of this present evil worm. — 
It is a work highly proper for the professors of godliness, to 
succor thp distresses of those who are in circumstances of dif- 
ficulty. This is most effectually to advance . the j(p,ngdom ,pf 
God ion eartli.^ Wo forward you the sum of twenty doliarff 
to .be Appropriated to the cause of Christian education aihong 
J ou, as we nave heard of your destitute circumstances— 
your need of sympathy and aid. 

>Ve make: known to you also, the tru^ state of things at 
these Islands. Formerly we dwelt in ignorance, not a >ay of 
light fell upon our path. •Sll, all was darkness: like those de- 
scribed by JPaul, we were without hope and without God in 
the world, hateful and hating one another.*' Great was our 
degradation, wretchedness and sin — wretched in this world, 
and unprepared for the world to come. Such was the state 
of things lormerly with us at the islands. 

We now declare the great change which has taken pl&oe. 
We who sat in darkness have seen a great light. The gospel 
of the Son of God has been proclaimed in our ears. Our 
chiefji anud our people have learned to read. School houses 
and houses for the worship of Grod have been erected.«r4 
Churches have been built, and many souls have been conver- 
ted to God. Language cannot express the creatness and 
blessedness of the change which God hath here wrought — 
" O, that men would praise the Lord for his goodness to the 
children of men."

My Dear JBrother^l need not framo a long apolgigy for 
addro»«ng you, though porsonally unknown. TIjrougn the 
" Unron Miaaionary .Herald," and the " Emancipator ana Fre<!> 
American." I learn that you are devoting your time, and on- 
orgies both of body and mind, to the gooa of men and wotn? n. 
VfhOp havinff escaped from tho " land of liberty," the boasted 
asylupn of the oppresHod," have found refuge in Canada. 
I see that you have purchased a lot of land on the river By* 
denham, and are designing to establish a manual labor insti- 
tution. I greatly rejoice, my dear brother, in tho prospect of 
usefulness that is opening before you. I pray God to crewn 
with His blessing, the eflorts you are making m behalf df thb 
fuffitive slaves. I am sure that He will bless you. He has sty- 
led himself the " God of the oppressed,'" and surely those 
who are laboring to raise from tne dust the down-trodden, 
will not fail of a precious reward. I should love to stand by 
your side on the banks of tho sweet sti'eam which you de- 
scribe, and to aid you in so good, but neglGcted a work. But 
t aih so far o^, and have so wide and important a field here to 
cultivate, that it could hardly be regarded as economy to 
leave and join you. Should God in His wisdom ever call me 
to visit, the United States, I know of no place that I should 
more desire to visit than the place where you are pouring in- 
struction into the minds of the "star led pilgrims.' 

I am sending to the care of Mr. J. W- Alden, of Boston; 
a littie Slim bfmone'/ raised by our people here, at this sta- 
tion, for the cause of the Lord Jesus. On reading your let- 
ter published in the Union Missionary Herald, and dated 
April 4th, 1842, 1 felt that our people could not more effectu- 
ally "subserve the cause of bleeding humanity and the cause 
of the Son of God, than by forwarding the money without 
delay for the benefit of your mission. I therefore ir\d our 
people, of the Canada Mission, and of the possibility, that, 
through this mission, good might result to tJie French Catho- 
lics of Canada. The people unanimously voted to send you 
the money to be appropriated in any way you may think pro- 
per, so as to subserve the cause of the Son of God, and save his 
image from being trampled u^on. The church chose a commit- 
tee to draft a letter of commiaseration and forward it with the

themonoy. ' 

I havoUQon laboring ajt tltoao Islands noarlv- flftoQn voortr. 
Tilltho fiJr«t of Optobor laiit, I laborod under thb auhpicoii of 
tbp A C. F. M. At that timo I r0(;olvod a notico of my 
cljiiniiaiiiibri. l omatill laboring for tho cautKo of tho Son of 
God. I gte^Xly itjjoiqo to bo diachargcd fronl the sorvitro of 
n Board wfio riot only solicit funds from slave holders, but who 
awiially havo alayo holders in their onmloy as Uttisfllonarios.-^ 
tdoftreatly rejoice to hcjar that tho friends of the enslaved 
ate iortinlng other boards of missiorii*, so that those who abom- 
inate slavery may aid in the work of converting the nations 
to God. I am the fourth of those who havo left the service 
of the Board. Two have gone to the United Statbs, and two 
of us reiriaWt good time, others will leave, I trust, unless 
the Board cease to soothe the consciences Of slave holders. 
Whbth^r they will do this we shall see in God's good timo. 

I have many things which 1 should loVo to commuliicatei 
but t am iaearly full, and am much driven with business. The 
corpse of human rights, is, I think, steadily advancing. So is 
the cause of temperance and of morality generally. Sinners 
too are convertea to God, and His kingdom Is being b|uilt up. 
tTnite wi^ us in praise to God for His undeserved mercy to 
OS and to the people. ' \ 

If thfe Xiortt will, I am expecting ere long, to remove some 
Sk) miles or less on the same island, where is a field w^hich 
greatly needs cultivation, and which, by the blesaing of Ood, 
will repay it. Pray for us and tonVe, directing to Wailuku.
